ſtrictly charge and command all Yeſuites, Semtnary Pzicſts, and all others that haue 
taken Oꝛders by any authoꝛity deriued from the Seaof Rome, now reſident, oz being 
within this his Maieſties Realme of England, oz the Dominion of Wales, That they, 
and euery of them, doe befoze the fourteenthday of June next enſuing the date here- 
of, make their repaire to ſome of His Maieſties Pozts within the ſaw Bealme o2 Don 
nion, and from thence to Tranſpozt themlelues out of the ſame , with the firſt oppoz⸗ 
tunitie of Winde and weather, into ſome fozreine parts beyoud the Sea, and ncuer 
after toreturneinto this Realme; And that all other Jeluites, Seminary Pzicſtes, 
and others, hauing taken Oꝛders by authozity derined from the Sea of Rome, Toe 
wholly fozbeare, at any time hereafter to come within this His Matelties Realme of 
England , oꝛ Dominion of wales, vpon paine,thatallſurh as chall bee found within this 

rale, 0z D3.ninton of Wales. alter the ſaid fourtcentþ day of June, ſhall vnder⸗ 


goe the vitermoſt ſenerttp and punſſhment, Which by the Tawes, in that bchalfe 
made, can beeinflicted bpon them: And allo, that no perſon, 02 perſons whatſoe- 


yer, within this His Matcſiies-Realme ,ozthe Dominion of Wales, doe, after the laid 
fourtcenth day of June next, harbour , entertaine, reteiue, relieue, oz theriſh any 
ſuch Yeſutte, Seminary Pneſt, oꝛ otherperſon, hauing taken Oꝛders bpauthoꝛitic dc- 
riued krom the ſaid Seaof Rome, vpon paine; that eueryperſon offending therein, ton⸗ 
trary to this His Maieſties P2oclamation, ſhall vndergoe the vttermoſtſeucrity of the 
Lawes pꝛouided fo: ſuch offences. 

And koz the better execution of theſe His Paeſties directions, and Vorall »leaſute 
ſigntfied hereby, Hts £Pateſtie docth will, Require and Command, at! aud ſingular 


Archbilhops , Biſhops, Lozd Licutenants, Judges, Juſtices of Alliſe, deputie Lieu- 


tenants, Juſtices of Peace, and all other his Officers aud Miniſters whatſocuer, 
to bee vigilant and carefull to doe their dueties and diligence in diſtouering and appꝛe⸗ 
hending of all the (aid Jeſuites, Seminary Pueſtes, and all others offending in auy 
the Pꝛenuſſes, after the ſaid fouretcenth day of Pune, and to rauſe all the Lawes 
and Statutes ofthis Realme, now in fozce againſt them, oz anyof chem, without 
| fanonr, to bee put in due and exact execution agaiuſt them, as they tender His Ma⸗ 
(eſtes pleaſure, and wel anl were the tontrarp.
